ABSTRACT OF THE DISCLOSURE 


A source roll having a first layer of liner paper and a second roll of two-sided adhesive 
is fed through a pair of rollers having six aligned rotary die cutters sized to cut through only the 
5 adhesive layer. The excess adhesive web is peeling off and removed from the process. The liner 
paper with spaced apart sets of six aligned adhesive dots is then laminated with a clear plastic 
having two sides, one uncoated and one coated, to allow the clear plastic to be easily rolled up 
and then unrolled, and the liner paper is peeled off and removed from the process. The material 
remaining having the adhesive circular dots is cut into six long strips each having six adhesive 
1 0 dots which can be used to display small discrete packages. As a part of marketing small discrete 
packages of snack foods or other goods, a plurality of the discrete packages are attached to a 
plurality of adhesive elements, respectively, and the plastic strips with the discrete packages 
attached thereto are shipped from a manufacturing location to a marketing location. 
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
